The management of the nffuir* of 


the NtiMida State Agricultural. Min- 
ing and Mechanio.il Society, have 
never given entire satisfaction. And 
qrhen the Trustees levied an assess- 
ment of $2 per share upon the capi- 
tal utook to pay off certain floating 
indebtedness, the stockholders al 
most unanimously demanded an ex- 
hibit of the affairs of the Society, 
«b«wing the receipts and disburse- 
ment* of all moneys since its organ- 
iiiation and on explanation of the cir- 
cumstance that called for an assess- 
ment. Their demand was neither nn 
just nor unreasonable, and we only 
wondered that such a showing bod 
noj been made before asked. 
ofifoers promised an exhibit by Janu 


made such distribution of tho fuudi 
of the Society as he nuw fit; paM 
such bills fts ho pleased and to whom 
he pleased. 
And when the money 


wa* exhausted the 
labor account* 


and the little bills lying around, 
were found to constitute the floating 
indebtedness of over throo thousand 
dollars; and when the Trustees met 
the only way they saw to get out of 
the difficulty was by levying an as- 
sessment, whereas if these bills were 
paid instead of the largu ones, there 
would have been no necessity of an 
assessment or of borrowing more 
money upon the property of the So- 
ciety, for the men who hold the large 
claims were men of capital, and 
would have willingly waited until 
another State Fair for their money. 
But Mr Leete ordered otherwise and 
the result is l>efore us. 


No doubt Mr. Iieete means well 


enough but there ia no denying the 
fact that he too often errs in judg- 
ment much to the jeopardy of the best 
interests of the Society. With horse- 


ary 1, 1876. The time came but the 
promise was not fulfilled. The stock- 
holders thought they could afford to 
wait until the annual meeting whi :h, 
under the by laws was fixed ftr the 
third Monday in January. But all 
-at once they were surprised to learn 
4Lat the annual meeting day had 
'been postponed rfutil the 8th day of 
February, and the date of delin- 
quency of the proposed assessment 
continued until the 1st of Febru- 
ary. And also the pleasing informa- 
tion that the President and Secretary 
would make ont end forward a full 
-report of the proceedings of the 
Society to each stockholder, previous 
to the day of annual meeting. It 
may be well to stato here that the 
assessment has been rescinded and for 
the reason that a loan of $3,500 has 
been effected, and a second mortgage 
Riven upon the Fair Grounds. Very 
well. 
We consider that perfectly 


satisfactory, for after such an in- 
debtedness had been incurred pro- 
vision for its payment must be made 
*ome way or other. But no satisfac- 
tory reason bus been furnished why 
Mr. Leetd should override the by-
